Cheese usually plays a supporting 
role in menu planning, but it de- 
serves a starring role, points out a 
Michigan State College nutri- 
tionist. Not only is cheese a con- 
centrated, valuable food, it’s also 
in abundant supply now and rela- 
tively inexpensive. 

Mrs. Lucile Decker of the M. S. 
‘C. School of Home Economics re- 
minds homemakers that one pound 
of cheese contains the equivalent 
of four quarts of milk fat and the 
| equivalent of three quarts of milk 


in protein, calcium and phospho- |. 


rus. Cheese is rich in vitamin A 
and riboflavin. Compared with 
other common protein-rich foods, 
cheese rates high in fat, protein, 
ash. and calories. 

Mrs. Decker wants to correct the 
mistaken: notion that cheese is 
indigestible. Nutritional research 
has proved that cheese is one of 
the most completely digestable 
foods. 

There are two general kinds of 
|} cheeses, process and ‘natural. 
Spreads and other cheese products 
which have added ingredients 
such as cream milk, skim milk or 
cheese when in addition to natural 
cheese are called process cheeses.

and contain less of the natural 
cheese nutrients.
